“We have been here since early 
September, and I thought I would 
write a few lines to let folks around 
Hamlin know where I was,” states 
Corporal Merrill Herring, now in 
Northern Honshu, Japan. 
“It gets pretty cold here, but win­ 
ter hasn’t set in yet. 
They had 30 
feet of snow here last year— and 
that is a lot of snow! 
“This town had a peace-time pop­ 
ulation of 137,000, but a lot of the 
people left and went to the moun­ 
tains. 
In late July they got their 
‘death warning.’ 
They only had one 
B-29 raid, but it is estimated that 
80 per cent of it is destroyed. 
“A lot of the buildings,’’ Merrill 
continues, “were made of lumber 
and they burned to the ground. 
It 
was a sad mess at first, but row 
they have started to rebuild. 
“One thing about this place in 
Japan . . . they have apples, big 
nice ones. 
An American pilot was 
said to have brought the seed over 
from the States before the war. 
We 
were really surprised 
to see the 
apples. 
“I don’t know when I’ll get home, 
but I stand a good chance of getting 
home by Christmas. 
I hope I make 
it. 
I have been over 22 months 
now. 
“We almost froze when we f’rst 
came up here. 
We had been in New 
Guinea and the Philippines for so 
long. 
I must sign off, and hope to 
sec you all soon,” Merrill concludes.

8 fenley explains: ‘‘The heel fly 
the eggs on the cattle’s heels in 
early spring. 
The eggs hatch 
Hthin a few days and the tiny worm 
>r larva, which is microscopic in size, 
jores in through the animal's hide 
tnd feeds through the tissues of the 
nimal’s body until along in October 
nd November; then the lirva hiber- 
tes in the animal’s back, thus caus- 
g knots. 
The knots are small at 
•st, but get larger as the grub or 
rva matures. 
‘County 4-H Club 
boys learned 
a t the timd to treat cattle for 
rubs was after the grub was m atu.e 
nd had turned dark brown to black 
n color; just before they are ready 
o fall to the ground. 
If the grubs 
re not treated 
at this time, the 
rubs will fall to the ground and 
dbernate until they transform into 
ieel flies, which lay more eggs, 
more grubs, etc.” 
H. G. Johnson, former entomolo­ 
gist for the Texas A. & M. College 
Extension Service, gives the follow­ 
ing reasons why to control grubs:

phur because other kinds of sulphur 
will not go into solution) and 100 
gallons of water.

Colds, influenza, bronchial trouble
